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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.84(i). Lines, numbers and letters are not 
uniformly thick and well defined, clean and durable, and black (poor line quality). Figs. 1-7. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the housing axis and first and second 
portions and the spring loading the portions (claims, 10 and 17) must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. Applicant may wish to amend 
Fig. 4 by indicating axes, 13 and 22. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended.

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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Newly submitted claims, as amended on 06/14/04 and 10/04/04. i.e.. 1-12. 18-25 are 
directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for 
the following reasons: invention originally claimed were generic to a wafer chuck assembly, and 
a method for controlling the uniformity of a wafer, classified In class 451 and were examined 
under class 451 . /^mended claims as submitted on 06/14/04 and now under the last amendment 
of 10/04/04, attempts to restrict the invention to a method and apparatus for film layer 
deposition. Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 1-12, 18-25 are withdrawn from consideration as being 
directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. consequently 
there are no pending claims for examination. 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona Me attempt to reply, 
applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS, whichever is 
longer, from the mailing date of this notice within which to supply the omission or correction in 
order to avoid abandonment.

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Page 3, line 7, page 
7, line 17. and page 9, line 7, the last word is outside the margin and are not printed. Page 14, 
line 17, reference character (60) should be changed to (50). 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 6, 1 0 and 1 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2. second paragrapli, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 10 and 17, the language as recited renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear what limitation and/or elements are being claimed, particularly in view of 
the drawing objections. Rejection under 1 12, 1*' paragraph for insufficient disclosure is not 
applied at this point, since it appears that the claim deficiency are of clarity and not of 
enablement. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "the end of the sleeve" in line 1. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which fornns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl<ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1-3, 6-9, 14-16, 22 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Shiao, US Patent No. 6,134.995 
in view of Hu (6,196,093). 

Shiao meets all the limitations of the above 
claims, e.g., and end cap (200) carrying the plunger 
and slidable longitudinally relative to the housing 
(10), indexing arrangement (13, 43); except for disclosing readily 
removable holder at a right angle to the axis and the particular 
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location and/or number of the magnet (52). Although it has been held that constructing a 
formerly integral structure in various elements involves only routine skill in the art. Nerwin v. 
Eriichman. 168 USPQ 177, 179; Hu is applied which teaches a screwdriver with holder which is 
readily and transversely removable fomi the handle. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention was made, to modify the invention of Shiao with 
readily detachable holder as taught by Hu to adapt the tool for prompt usage. 

8. Claims 4, 5, and 11-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
prior art as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Wannop (6,601 ,483). 

Prior art (Shiao in view of Hu) meet all of the limitations of the above claims, except for 
disclosing the end cap carrying a sleeve, which sun-ounds the plunger and a portion of the 
housing. Handle formed by a sleeve movable relative to the end portion of the handle for 
actuating a plunger are known as evident by Wannop. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention was made, to further modify the modified 
invention of prior art with arrangement as taught by Wannop for integrated handle wherein the 
actuation of the plunger is obtained by a sleeve for a compact form.
